the Nows, writing from Shreveport, says 
the enomy have fallgn back to the Mis- 
sissippi from Monroo, and there is nofh- 
ing later from Little Rock, except that 
the enemy huvo also fallon back at tliat 
point. 

The sume writer says “two of the sides 
of Fort Sumptor have been battered 
down by the onemy’s heavy sioge guns 
on Morris Island, and the Fort abundoned 
by our forces. ‘The gwis and munitions 
wore all safely removed to some other 
point where they can bo of more service 
and be better protected. The other 
Forts were uninjured up to tho last datés, 
bat the enemy, with their long range 
guns, occasionally threw a shot into the 
city, but with what damage is not 
stated,” 

Tho Tolegraph boweyer publishes the 
foliowing dispatchés, received fron Alok- 
andria on the 8th, from which it would 
appear that Sumpter had not fallen on 
the 24th, which is a day later than the 
Shreveport correspondent gives for its 
abandonment : 

The Mobile Eventng Telegraph, Aug. 
25th, Snye that the bombardment of Port 
Sumpter commdnced on thé 17th, and 
continued to thé 24th, at which time ft 
was still going on. Tho telegrams from 
Ohierloston are as lato ag the 24th. From 
the 17th to the 22d, four thousand eight 
hundred ond soventy-trwo shells were fr- 
ed at Fort Sumptor, of which three thou- 
sand seven hundred and {ifty struck the 
ort, 

“Tho enemys fire appexrs to have been 
from land batteries, the fect not partici- 
pating, they were throwing eihgt inch 
sholls from Parrot guus into the city, hut 
without much damage. 

Ora, the correspondent of the Evening 
Tolograph, under date of the Xat, snys 
tho south and wost walls of tho Fort aro 
terribly shattered, bat that no breach 
was been made in the walls. Ora says 
tho Fort would bp destroyed, but that 
the safety of Charleston, ng he had pro- 
viously informed-his readers, does not 
dopend on Sumpter.

Ar. Editor :—On the 22d inst., Lent, 
Chandler of this Company, in command 
of nine men, while scouting in the 
neighborhood of Santa Anna’s Peak, 
struck a fresh trail, going out, with 
horses. He followed the trail but a 
shrot distance, when they discovered 
five Indians, driving a herd of horses, 
about n mile oft, across tle prairie, After 
a chase of 8 miles they overhauled the 
Indians, who dismounted, when ono was 
killed on the prairie, the balance dividing 
down the hollows in different directions. 
Two of the Indians managed to escape; 
while tho othoy two took refuge m a 
thickety branch ana stripped for the 
fight. Here they were finally killed, 
whilo one of the rangers was shot through 
the thigh with an arrow, and several of 
ther horses were slightly wounded.

` The Telegraph publishes a most mter- 
esting letter from a correspondént wri- 
ting from New Orleans, under date Aug. 
2d from which we make the following 
extracts. We regret our limits will not 
allow us to publish the entire letter, but 
Wehayeculled from at a most graphic 
description of the Crescent City as 1t now 
is‘under Federal rule, which we feel as- 
stixed vill he'read with much interest : 

“a'Nhe city is now under the command 
of Brigadier-General W. H. Emory, a 
Marylander by birth, and well known to 
Texan’, having hyed in this State for a 
long time. , He is respected highly by the 
Southern people here, and has done many 
acts to the oppressed of the city 
speaks well foy hig humamty. He is not 
one of those*young Yankee upstarts who 
khow nothing of dat), and who are ever 
ready to oppress a fallen foe; and although 
an eneiny to mé, T feel proud to record 
the virtues of a magnanimous foeman. 


Our fellow-citizens, ex-Mayor Gerard 8g 


Stith, ahd Alderman John B. Lefioo, are 
on our streets again, having been released 
op parole from Wort Pickens. We also

amy, and Judge Andrews, It will be re- 
membered by old citizens, that Gen? 
Batter ordered his imprisonment for 
wearmg an ornament said to be made 
from the bone of 2 Fedoral soldier. There 
are about 10,000 registetad enenties still 
remaining in this city. They had been 
ordered tö leayé the city, but the order 
was. revoked temporarily during the 1n- 
vestment of Port Hudson, Thousands of 
these penple have already crossed the 
Confeterate lines, All they had has ten 
left beliind them, Even the family relics, 
so-highly prized by every Southern fam- 
ily; ave seldom secured by the refugees. 
Ar are seized by the remorseless van- 
als, <7 *" 

But what a change we see in the once 
gay and prosperous Crescent City! The 
statgly residences of the once happy res- 
idents; now exiles among strangers, are 
octjupied Ky Yankee officers, and the ha- 
ted énsign of our oppression is floating 
in the bieeze, over thdsé once happy 
homes. The voices of happy childhood to 
longer gegvets thé passer by. Pompous

Massachusetts shoe makers, with the uni- 
forms of the U. S. are now there, 

We pasd the churches! What do we 
see? The industrious spider has woven 
Ins net over their key holes and windows, 
and a scene of devastation presents it- 
tine Cuthedrai near Jackson Square, 
and one or two other Oatholic Ohurches 
are opéh, We strolled over the city on 
last Sabbath, and found bùt one Protest- 
ant Church open, and upon enquiry found 
the preacher was direct from Boston, 
Mass. His audience was composed nearly 
entirely of Federal officers and solchers. 
A church bell 1s seldom heard and when 
we hear the chime of the bells of the Cath- 
olic Cathedral, they seem to ring the 
death knell ofa onco prosperous and hap- 


> py people whose homes are now usurped 


by vandal invaders, 

We pass through the streets and what 
do we see? In every street excepting St. 
Charles, Canal and Poydras, we find 
grass 8 inches tall thriving in the centre 
of the streets. [t has started up through 
the crevices of the paying granite. Even 
in front of the Post office, the most crow- 
ded thoroughfare in the city, grass grows 
luauriant. Along the levee goats are 
grazing, In Magazine and Tchoupitoulasa 
streets we still find it growing rank and 
green. But httle travel is on the street 
railroads, Negroes are equal to the 
whites there, and we often see respecta- 
ble white ladies crowded out of the cars 
by pompous negro soldiers, 

We find the negro is as free here as in 
Boston, and to judge by the threats of 
many of the New England officers it 
seems that heis considered superior to 
our own people. 

We daily seo negroes placed upon the 
witness stands of the Provost Court, and 
often respectable white ladies are convic- 
ted of seditious language, &c.. upon the 
evidence of their former servant girls.— 
We saw one beautiful young lady, well 
known to all old citizens, and who in 
better days was considered a reigning 
belle, fined $50 upon the evidence of a 
nigger wench, that she had been playing 
the “Bonnie Blue Flag” on her piano and 
singuig it. She demurred to§paying the 
fine when the inhumane Judge, Col, 
Dwight, informed her that she must pay 
1t or go to the workhouse. Hor friends 
paid the fine. 

You have, perhaps, often heard of tie 
Quartermaster’s sales of tho personal 
property of registered enemies. Four or 
five Yankee auctioneers sell weekly largo 
amounts of these goods. We have seen 
splendid pianos bid off for $25 and other 
oods at thesame ratio. We find beru- 
tiful family paintings of deceased relatives 
and other household treasures bid off 
with as much pleasure as though they 
had been captured from canmbals. Often 
we see one of the oppressed attend their 
sales,, Some kind friend is trying to bid 
off some treasure for them. We stop in 
the streets and look up and there waves 
the stars and stripes, the emblem of a 
nation who call themselves Christians.— 
And this 1s no exaggeration; let any one 
come here and they will find only half 
has been told. 

Tho beautiful monument, nearly com- 
pleted, that was to be placed over the 
greve of the lamented Colonel Qharles D, 
Dreux, was put under the hammer a few 
days ago and struck off for $100 


Of the newspapers here the Picayune 
is the most popular among the residents 
—itis neutral, But the Yankees have 
tried every means to get a catch on its 
editor to stop its publication. But he is 
too smart for them, It is edited by Mr. 
J. Ñ. Condon, who has for many years 
been connected with the establishment.— 
George Nickelson still remains in the of- 
fice. The lying Era, edited by Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Allrod G., Hill, of Boston, is 
the Government organ, aid makes up in 


false reports of military matters, &e., 
what tho Yankee anmes lack in milita- 
ry abihty and succass. 

The True Delta, owned by Dr, H. Ken- 
nedy, is edited by Thos. S. Moore, who 
is not as confident of the snccess of the 
Yankees asthey are, but still in favor of 
coercion and whipping us back into the 
Union, 

The Beo ıs something like the Pica- 
yune, but rather inelined to favor the 
Yankees, 

A French and German paper is also 
published; the French paper sides with 
the South, but doesit in a very clever 
way, and not so as tolet them get acatch 
on them, Lhe German paper 1s anything 
and everything—~any way to make mone 
ey, and have plenty of sour krout at rea- 
sonable prices. 

Trado is dull here. Even if the Mis 
sissippi is open, the cotton comes in very 
slowly. Ships return from port in ballast, 
owing to not findinga cargo hero, All the 
trade dono 1s done by army sutlers, and 
private merchauts cannot compete’ with 
them ın cheapness, Laborers recerye one 
dollar n day and board themselves. The 
majority of the Iubor 1s for the city or 
the Government A poor man stands 
httle chance of making anything outside 
of supporting bis family. 

You can form no idea of the large num- 
ber of the sick and wounded now hore, 
They belong almost entirely to the 19th 
army corps (Banke’ division.) The St. 
Louis and St. James Hotels, have been 
taken for hospitals; the Hotel Dieu on 
Camal street; the Hall of the Mechanics’ 
Institute; the Medical College on Dryads 
street; a large block of buildings on Gar- 
ondolet street ; the Charity Hospital, and 
the old barracks below the city. Four or 
five Jarge buildings have lately been 
erected there, capable of holding 2000 
patients, and many other buildings are 
crowded with sufferers. I was yesterday 
mformed by a medical gentleman, that 
not Jess than 15,000 were in the hospitals 
ofthis city. I much doubted his estimate, 
but after a tour near the hospitals, L was 
satisfied ho was correct. 

I find the Federal surgeons are kind 
and humane to all Confederate prisoners; 
but there are bnt few in the city. I find 
the majority of the hospital stewards are 
young upstarts, not knowing their duty, 
But they put on more airs than a Sur- 
geon-General- . 

One of the saddest sights one sees here, 
is the practice of placing negroes upon an 
equality with whites. We find negroes 
dressed inthe complete uniform of the 
U.S. army. The contraband is brought 
into town, placed m oue of the Cotton 
Presses, fed on corn meal and pork, half 
starved, and daily visited by recruiting 
officers of the 1, 2, and 3 La. Native 
Guards. “Well, Sam, how would you 
hke to bo a soldier?” “Don’t want to, 
Massa,” is the negroo’s reply. “Why” be 
asks. “Why, golly, if old Massa ketches’ 
må, hoe’ll give me h—IL” “Don’t be afraid 
sir, he will never get you. You will be 
as good as your Muster shortly, and you 
will get 160 acres of your Master’s plan- 
tation, and be a free man, sir; and if you 
don’t want to work on the farm, we will 
learn you how to bea clerk, or if you 
preler, a Doctor.” This is enough to 
cause Sam to have his name put upon the 
roll; and the next thing is to have a 
name given him. Washington and all 
the Presidents have many namesnkes in 
this brigade, The negro is then dressed 
in the toggery of Massa Linken, and he 
steps forth as ono of the grand army to 


restore the Union. Afew days suffices b 


to cause him to get a good opinion of 
freedom, and a more insolent devil could 
not.be found, Ifo makes good use of his 
privileges, for the “negro will steal in 
spite of all that can be dono to make a 
Christian of him. > 

The Guard House is filled with sol-

diers belonging to the Oorps D'ANY 
and we often smile to see that they 
rachusotts shoemakers are with they 
the same prison. The negro officor 
the most overbearing and insolent q 
one can meet, and daily do J noticaty 
insults to the wives aud sisters of Coy 
erato soldiers, and often the blood ha 
in my veina to resent it, and Luy 
Villains to kingdom come. But with 
visions ofthe Work Dlonuse and Ry 
Prison before me, I govern my temp, 
Many of the negroes were opposed 


joinng the army until driven by hoy 


to do so, They desert and retum 

their old masters every chance thoy, 

and itis amusing to hear them dese 
the blessings of freedom aa given byy 
Yankees, A fow days trial satistles th 

The negro men aro placed in the ry 

or used for laboring parties, the deoa 
men, women and cluldren are crowded 
the cotton presses or in the deserted» 
vate dwellings, Rations only of w 
meal and fat pork are given them. Th 
are too lagy to cook it until driven to 

by hunger, Disease then 1s the po 

quence. No medical attention is bastos 

on them until the very Jast stages of 4 
vase, and death js certain after an atty 
of sickness. 

Lhe Yankees scem to dehght m seg 
the contrabands die; they will then 4 
off their expenses. L have passed ane à 
last week no less than four dead nog 
men, lying along the Levee who had by 
over worked and thon noglécted. Th 
is no exaggeration, The poor neg 
only lenens bis friends alter a fy 
weeks exporience with the Yankew 
and master’s old plantation, their ki 
missus, the holiday frohes, the hap 
homes and the protection from their m 
teis come to mind, and then they, beg 
to reahze thew bituation. 

I have often seen the Yankee soldi 
brutality to the helpless contrabands 
Kicked aud cuffed around, they find th 
have no frends to protect them. 

If the negroes in Texas who havoi 
idea they will be free by the advent 
the Yankees, could only see how thé 
fellow servants aro treated in this cig 
they would cling to thei old masters 
a shtpwiecked traveler would to tho If 
hort.”
